HARDER riURTIMO 



TbAD Was Indlcat«<l by the Earlier Re- 
port. From Lawtou. 

Manilla, May 6.— Detailed reports of 
the walk, of Major QenecaJ Lawton's 

expedition show that harder lighting 
took place during the early part of this 
week than earlier accounts Indicaled. 

In the attack upon San Rafael the 
Amerlean forces w«ra met with heavy 
fire from a large number of nilpinoa. 
who were concealed in the jungle on all 
sides. It was only the adoption of the 
tactics followed in Indian fighting in 
the United BUtes. mtmy muv te» him- 
self, that saved the division from great 
loss. General Lawton was at the head 
of his line. Scott's battery demoll.shf d 
a stone fronted trench at short range. 
The Insurtint leaders. Oregorie and 
Plo del Pilar, who hM. SOO men tn Bal- 
lnag, retreated when' General Lawton 
approached the town. 

Chief of Scouts Young, with eleven 
W$n, sntered Ballnag ahead of the 
annf, end rang the church bells to 
aanoonctf that they had poasesrion of 
the elty. 

General Lawton, when attaclting the 
force outside of Dalinag saw women 
and children In the enemy's trenches, 
and sent Captain Case in advance with 

a white flag to warn the Insurgents to 
remove the nomoinbatants. When 
Within 600 yards of the trenches two 
ToUeys were fired at Captain Case's 
party. 

Chief of Scouts Young, whose brav- 
ery at Ballnag was most notable, serv- 
ed as an Indian scout under Major Gen- 
eral 0. O. Howard in his campaign In 
the northwest In IVtt. The work of 
Young's scouts was a feature of the 
expedition. On Wednesday 23 of them 
encountered a Ijody of 300 Filipinos 
beyond Ballnag and drove them until 
(rf ttis IBO roonds of Ammnnltion the 
scouts carried they had only 16 rounds 
left. They were about to retire when 
Lieutenant Royd, with a troop of the 
Fourth cavalry, came up with them 
OBd okaM the enemy Into San Miguel. 

Tbwe are 2,000 Spanish prisoners in 
the hands of the nuplnos at San 
Miguel. They are served with 6 cents 
worth of rice dally, and are compelled 
to work hard on the Insurgent de- 
fences. Several hundred of the Fili- 
pino woonded are at San Miguel.

New York, May B.— A local paper 
says tbe entire Interest of Andrew Car- 
negie in the Carnegie Steel company 
has been purchased by the co-partners 
in the business. With H. C. Prlck at 
Uieir head. 

The exact figures which represent 
the purchase price could not be learned. 
It is said, however, the price is over 
$150,000,000, and entirely Patlafactory 
to Mr. Carnegie. It is understood that 
one of the Kipulatldns of the sale is 
that the new company shall retain the 
name ot the present concern. 

The new company Includes not only 
the Carnegie steel plant£, but also the 
H. C. Frlck Coke company, with its 
40,000 acres of coke land in the Con- 
nellsvUle district; the Oliver Mining 
company, with Its large interest in the 
I^ke Superior district; tbe Pittsburg, 
Bessemer and Lake Erie railroad; the 
Union railroad, which connects at 
Homestead with all the trunk lines 
east and west, and all the interests in 
several hundred miles of gas land. 

It is Intended to Increase the output 
of all the various departments of the 
Joint companies so that the present 
famine In the steel niiirket may be re- 
lieved and the continued export de- 
mand supplied. 

It is said that the members of the 
new company expect a msterlal in- 
crpase in the value of their property— 
some saying that the property will 
doubje In value within the next five 
years. They say that evidences have 
recently multiplied that there will be 
an enormous demand for steel In the 
conctructlon of all kinds of building, 
and that of necessity the value of their 
holdings will increase greatly. Tbe 
Rockefeller Interests are elosely con- 
cerned in the transfer. 

CoDiinlldatlon of Steel Mill*. 

In the opinion of those who are well 
informed on the subject the announce- 
ment of the consolidation of all or 

nearly all tha big steel mills In the 
country will be made in a few days. 
No general consolidation has yet bet n 
entered Into, but the final terms may 
be agreed upon any time. If the new 

ncral combine is effected, it is the 
opinion that the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany will be the backbone of It, and 
will represent at least 1100.000,000 of 
its capital. 

What other concerns will he includ- 
ed in the combine Is yet unknown, but 
it is now said it is not unlikely to 
Include the National Steel company, 
with a capital of $69,000,000, and said 
to be earning about $10,000,000 a year; 
the American Tin Plate company, caii- 
Ital $50,000,000. with yearly eainiiius 
put at from $6,000,000 to $7,000,OUU; 
the American Steel Hoop company, 
capital $.^3,000,000, with annual earu- 
ings in the neighborhood of from 
$•1,01)0.000 to $5,000,000; the American 
Steel and Wire company, capital $90,- 
000,000. with earnings ot from $10,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000 a year, and the Na- 
tional Tin Plate and Enamel company, 
capitalized at " $20,000,000, and with 
yearly earnings approximating nearly 
$5,000,000. » 

Rumor also says the Federal Steel 
company may be induced to enter the 
combine, but nothing tangible can be 
gotten out of it 

As for tbe ta^i of the Republic Bteel 
company being Included In the com- 
bination,' it la said there is little prob- 
ability of It, although daily confer- 
ences have been held in this city be- 
tween Mr. Frick. Judge Moore and 
other parties Interested in the pro- 
posed eomblnatlon.

Chicago, May ft.— John W. Gates, 
preslflent of the American Steel and 

wire company, has returned from Ni w 
York, where a conference of the stcii 
magnates was held. In an Interview, 
Mr. Gates confirmed the nunor regard- 
ing the combination of all the large 
steel companies in tho country Ac- 
cording to him, the headquarters of tlic 
new company will be In New York, and 
the capital stock will be between $600,- 
ooo.OOO and 1100,000,000, or it might 
reach $1 000,000.000. The president of 
the new company will be H. C. Frlck 
of Pittsliurp who has lit ' ii ^o closely 
Identined with Andrew t'-uiicgle.
